SOME WHITTLING STUNTS.

The streaks so frequently found 
in blocks of ice are due to the fact that 
tho freezing is from tho side. There is 
frequently found in lake ice small spaces 
of various -ii.'ipes and describing many 
different linos, and those arc due to 
small quantities of uir which are im- 
prisoned during tho 
freezing process. 


These spaces are not FO common in manu- 
factured air, because the air is not al- 
lowed to lake the same liberties with the 
water that is to bo frozen.

and into purer air nud brighter-sunshine. 
Beneath the ground the strong roots and 
rootlets have hundreds of eager, thirsty 
mouths which tuko nourishment from the 
earth. Water nnd iniuwal matter are 
tarried upward by the process of capil- 
lary nttractioii to the leaves in the crown 
aud the branches for digestion and as- 
similation. A leafless tree stands little 
chance of living. Trees denuded of their 
leaves by caterpillars and other min- 
cbievous things aro deprived of their 
stomachs and lungs nt once. 


Kvery IcftC on n tree is unceasingly in- 


dustrious day and night. Kvamine tbo 
linden leaf, or, in fact, any leaf \\ill do— 
the truth applies to all—and notiie h.iw 
its surface is spread to catch tho su;:- 
shiue.

Acounllc* In tbe Washington Hall of 


Statuary—Grnnd Cnny«xn. 


In this country there nre many well 


known buildings noted for their echoes, 
and of the^e perhaps none is more re- 
mnrk.iblo tlmn the tnbcrnacle in Salt 
l.aKc City. When this hall is empty and 
quiet, the ring of a pin falling on tho 
floor can be heard from all points, and 
c^ en the feeble, rasping sound produced 
by nibbing the hands together is per- 
fectly audible from one end of the build- 
ing to the other. 


A better known, but really less wonder- 


ful, example of audibility within a build- 
ing is, found in the national hnll of 
statuary in the capital at Washington. 
The phenomena manifested here, which, 
aie genuine nud interesting enough, have 
boon somewhat overstated. I have spent 
n long moining in this ball studying the 
matter critically, and, having obtained 
due permission, have questioned the va- 
rious groups of visitors while being 
pliieed in chosen positions by the guides 
to hear the marvelous reverberations ol 
sound. 


The guides certainly make the most of 


their opportunities for impressing visit- 
ors, but when a guide retreats to a dis- 
tance to whisper you may observe ou ap- 
proaching him with due caution that his 
whisper is of the "stage whisper" sort 
and calculated to carry -with great dis- 
tinctness under any conditions. The chief 
acoustical peculiarities of the chamber 
ore clearly due to the fact that the roof, 
which is partly domed, is not symet- 
rical with respect to the floor, so that a 
complex reverberation is the consequence. 


Natural echoes unsurpassed in. wonder- 


ful effect nre not far to seek in America. 
Probably Irish Ivillarney itself does not 
hide a\vay more striking echoes than lurk 
within the famous Colorado canyon, and 
it would be rash to assert that these are 
quite the most wonderful to be found 
among the rocky retreats of the far west. 


Deep ravines being the recognized 


haunt of echoes, it may be taken for 
granted that many exist in the great 
gorge of Niagara, and any one journey- 
ing to the falls by this approach will be 
well rewarded by stopping at Inspiration 
point, walking forward to the edge of the 
cliff and here waiting till the first train 
on Hearing the level crossing blows its 
whistle. All the deep glen takes up and 
carries on the warning shriek. 


The musical chord blown so constantly- 


by railway engines often meets with a 
beautiful response from the surrounding 
country. This is very noticeable round 
the lake of Geneva, Wisconsin, when the 
listener is standing on high ground and 
trains nre threading their way through 
the woodland below. These effects are 
due to the nearness of extensive pine 
forests to the railroad tracks.—Pearson's 
Magazine.

Amalgamated people to cripple the 
Caraegie open hearth plant at Du- 
quesne is regarded by tbe steel officials 
as the 'deathblow of the strike, in the 
Carnegie mills at least. It is more than 
probable that the latest failure at Du- 
quesne will have the effect of ruakinjr 
the strike managers withdraw all ef- 
forts in that direction. 


The big Labor day demonstration mo- 


nopolized the attention of workmen 
ami strikers here and in the surround- 
ing towns yesterday, but steel manu- 
facturers went on making preparations 
for opening the plants that 'are shut 
down by the strike and increasing the 
number of men at the mills already in 
partial operation. 


Strikers Impatient. 


Evidences of impatience are cropping 


out on the side of the strikers, and fear. 
Is expressed that the unlawful acts of 
Sunday night and yesterday about the 
Star tin plant may multiply and spread 
to other quarters. The officials of the 
Star plant say that the plckots nbont 
their mill yesterday held up a special 
delivery boy from the postofflcc with a 
letter for the ofllce and inspected the 
letter before he was allowed to proceed.

It is also charg- 
ed that the strikers stoned the comnn-
